Why hoald then a new Provifion for Punifhment be made 
Where there is no Tranfgreffion likely to be ; unlefs there 
* fone further Meaning lurking at che Bottom of this 

miniferial Fondling ? 
Be... Wefhould admit, that InaGtivity and living id!y 
may bring on fuch ill Habits of Negligence and 


Inattention, as may render our Officers unfit for the Service 
of the Nation ; I would fain know of our Author how 
this new-fangled Bill, from what appears to us, is calculated 
to prevent or remedy that Evil, unlefs a Fleet be covtinually 
kept on Foot, and that the Officers are to ferve in their 
Turns for Half Pay? But to keep up the Spirit and Know- 
ledge of Praétice in our Officers, there is no Need of this 
Bill; for may not a Fleet be occafionally fitted out to exer- 
cife them in their Fun@tions, as the Ru/fams have often 
cone.

The fame Day the Right Hon. the Eloufe of Peers, or- 
dered an Addrefs to be prefented to his Majefty, to congra- 
tulate his Majefty qn her Royal Highnefs the Princels of 
Wale’s happy Delivery of a Princefs. ‘They alfo ordered 
a congratulatory Mcffage to their Royal Highneffes. 

We hear that upwards of 4co Perfons have already de 
livered in their Names at the Trade and Plantation Office 
at Whitehall, to go to Nova Scotia, purfuant to the Notice 
given by the Lords Commifficners for that Purpofe. 

We hear that on Sunday lait arrived a Meflenger with an 
Order to his Excellency the Chevalier de Offorio, to repair 
immediately to the Court of Spain, in quality of Embaf- 
{cdor-Extraordinary from his Sardinian Majefly. He is to 
be replaced here by his Excellency Count Perron, one of 
the Lords of the Bedchamber to his Sardinian Majetty, 
who has refided feveral Years in the fame Quality at the 
Court of Saxony. 

On Saturday the Eaft-Iddia Company received an Fx 
prefs from Admiral Bo!cawen, brought by the Swift Sloop, 
difparched for that Purpofe. ‘The Letters were dated the 
16th of October, from Fort $t. David's, giving an Account 
that he had made an Attack upon Pondicherry, and beat 
down great Part of the Town by bombarding it from hi 
Shipping, lanced a great Number of his Men, raifed Bat 
teries, made recular Approaches, and feverail Skirmifhes 
happened between them and the Enemy ; but the Men in 

neral being ina fickly Condition, and the Seafon of the 
Feat advancing, he judged it proper to reimbark them 
and leave the Coatt the firft of Odtober, and did not fue- 
ceed according to his Withes. Many Men were loft on 
both Sides, the Harwich Man of War fuffired very much, 
and her Commander, Capt. Sprey, was killed ; Major 
Lawrence, a brave old Officer, was tiken Prifoner. While 
Admiral Bofcawen was gone from Fort St. David's, the 
French detaclied 2000 Men, and made a fseth Attack upon

&c. but were bravely repulfed by the Garrifon. The Ad- 
mira! ordered feveral of his Ships to come about, in order 
to pick up fome of the French Ships.
